The license plate on his car reads, “U 
SIK I FX.” 

And while seme people are stumped by Dr. 
Clifford Winchell’s “You sick I fix” message, 
his favorite interpretation came from a friend’s 
wife: “Yo i sicky fox.” 

Actually, it sums up a few of his attributes 
quite well. His sense of humor has been known 
to soothe many a patient and friend. And his 
crafty, health-inspiring philosophy of not tell¬ 
ing people what to do encourages his patients 
in a more subtle way: though self-motivation. 

“1 don’t really have a lot of ‘patients’,” 
says the general practitioner, who received 
his MD from UC Irvine in 1962.

Is the bond issue a 
savings pian or aibatross 


Thu is the first in a series on the recently 
passed bond issue by the Sierra Madre City 
Council Hif-hlighted will be the pros and cons. Ed. 

Ninetoen million dollars in debt has been placed 
on Sierra Madre by its City Council — S8.4 
million in bonds and $10.6 million in interest — 
20 years of payments of $740,000 per year and an 
additional 10 years of $290,000 per year, without 
a vote of the citizens. 

Many people have been asking questions. 

Some see it as a desperately needed “shot in the 
arm” for an ailing city, with a declining down¬ 
town, deteriorating streets and insufficient funds to 
maintain vital services. 

Others worry that it may be an unnecessary 
financial burden which, after a brief “fling,” 
could place our future in greater jeopardy that it 
is today. 

In a series of articles on various aspects of the 
issue, we will take a look at the advantages 
this influx of money may provide and the impact 
this debt (more than three times the annual city 
budget) may have on the well-being of the city and 
its ability to adequately serve its residents in the 
future. We will also look at why the City Council 
felt this was necessary and why it was not put be¬ 
fore fhe-electorate for a vote. 


The $8.4 million bond total is, in some res¬ 
pects, misleading. Of this total, only $4.26 million — 
about half — is available now for new or on¬ 
going city projects to improve the downtown area, 
water system and streets. 

The remaining $4.14 million will be utilized 
to pay off the city’s current bonded indebtedness 
of $1.45 million for water improvements, city 
hall and safety facility. 

Six hundred sixty-eight thousand dollars must 
be held in reserve for bond debt service, and feder¬ 
al requirements for this type of bond mandate that 
$580,(X)0 be spent on low and moderate income 
housing in the city. 

Another $1.25 million has been set aside for 
three years in a special excrow fund which may 
or may not become part of the bond total. 

This “device” was set up, according to City 
Administrator Jim McRea, because currently the 
two funds which will be paying the bond debt — 
the Water Fund and the Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency Fund (CRA) — do not have sufficient 
net profits at the end of each year to make the 
payments on the $8.4 million total. 

In order to be able to meet these payments, 
the two funds will have to increase their revenue

Fault finding in Southern California

Living in Southern California requires at least 
some knowledge of that mercurial phenomenon: 
the earthquake. 

What exactly is an earthquake? According to 
Dr. Lucile Jones, a siesmologist who runs The United 
States Geological Survey in conjunction with 
the California Institute of Technology, an earth¬ 
quake is a snap. 

“Imagine a fault in the earth slipping. It 
doesn’t slip smoothly because of friction. It’s like 
snapping your fingers,” she says. 

When the friction is overcome an earthquake 
releases a low frequency soundwave. “That’s 


why you can hear an earthquake when you’re 
near it,” says Jones. 

Sierra Madre is located in a particularly active 
area being placed at the foot of the mountains. 
Changes in landmass from flat to elevated are 
exactly those areas in which stress release is likely 
to happen. In fact, the 1971 earthquake occurred 
along the San Fernando and Sierra Madre faults. 

Dr. Egill Hauksson, research assistant Professor 
of Geophysics in the Center for Earth Sciences 
at the University of Southern California, describes 
the Sierra Madre fault as originating in Cuca¬ 
monga and extending along the base of the hills 
to the foot of the San Gabriel mountains.

In accordance with section 204(b)(5) of the Clean Water Act of 1977, and the regulations 
established thereunder, the following presents information on the proposed servicce charge, the current sur¬ 
charge rate (Charges only to large Industrial users), and the amount the District receives from the one per¬ 
cent (1 Vo) general tax levy. The amount of the proposed service charge has been computed on the revenue re¬ 
quired to provide continued services in Sanitation District No. 15. This service charge, If approved, will be 
levied on residential, commercial, and small industrial users of the system. The proposed service charge for 
a single family home for fiscal year 1989-90 is $46 per year with other user categories paying proportionately. 
The existing service charge for a single family home for fiscal year 1968-69 is $41 per year. Large industrial 
users are required to pay an annual surcharge rather than a service charge. The surcharge is based on flow 
measured in terms of Chemical Oxygen Demand (COD) and Suspended Solids (SS). The current surcharge

In fiscal year 1986-89 District No. 15 is expected to receive 1.73 percent of the one percent general tax 
levied within the District. In order to estimate the amount of ad valorem taxes contributed by your parcel, 
multiply one percent of the assessed valuation of your parcel by 1.73 percent. As an example, $50,000 of 
assessed valuation contributes the following. 

$50,000 X .01 X 0.0173 = $8.65 

Both the service charge and surcharge rate take into account the portion of the general tax levy which is 
received by the District. All three sources of revenue are used solely for providing wastewater treatment ser¬ 
vices.

Coughing and hacking never looked so good 
as in the 1937 movie “Camille” starring Greta 
Garbo where she wheezed her way to a romantic 
demise. However, for those of us suffering from 
flu this season there is no glamour. 

Dr. William White, a longtime Sierra Madre 
physician, pretty well spelled out the situation: 
“Whether it’s an epidemic or not is how you want 
to define epidemic, but since the middle of Decem¬ 
ber we’ve been seeing an awful lot of flu patients 
with almost identical symptoms.” Out of 20 patients 
seen in the office one morning, 18 had the flu. 

The unglamourous symptoms include coughing, 
feeling terrible (referred to as “malais” by doctors), 
and high fever. If general flu discomfort isn’t 
enough, this particular variety can hang on for three 
weeks. It’s reported as possibly being a Type B 
strain of influenza. 

The two types, A and B, are relatively difficult 
to distinguish becomes checking requires initial 
blood samples from those infected repeated two weeks 
later by a follow-up sample. Often patients re¬ 
cover before the two-week period. 

For Type A there is an anti-viral capsule 
called Amantidine that can prevent the flu. The 
problem is that Amantidine must be taken within

hours of infectti^n tin fortunately. Type B has no 
shortcuts. ' 

“A lot of people come into my office thinking 
they have pneumonia because they’re coughing like 
crazy. But it’s this flu,” continues Dr. White. 
Pneumonia usually affects the elderly who have 
depressed immune systems. 

So when should you see a doctor? No one really 
has the definitive answer but if a cough is 
accompanied by a high fever for a couple days 
that doesn’t drop it’s probably a good indication 
that a doctor visit is in order. 

Both Dr. White and Dr. Ivan L. Reeve, 
of Burlison & Reeve Physicians, recommend the 
standard treatment for this flu. 

— Rest 

— Stay home 

— Lots of fluids 

— Tylenol for aches and pains. 

A number of Dr. White’s patients seem to go 
up and down. They’ll feel better, go back to work 
and suddenly feel ill again. It’s best to be watchful 
this flu season, lie low and wait for good 
health to return completely. Although antibiotics 
are necessary if a secondary infection (such as severe 
bronchitis) is present, the flu virus is basically a 
waiting game.

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Fault finding in Southern California |s the bond issue a savings pian

Lately in Los Angeles county in general there’s 
been a whole lot of shaking going down, statis¬ 
tically speaking, that is. Over the last several 
months the background rate, or average pulse of 
earthquake activity for the region, has doubled. 
And that’s not including “cultural noise” which is a 
siesmologist’s term for manmade knocks and 
pings such as rumbling trucks going by affecting 
the city. 

“It’s not the first time we’ve seen this,” sies- 
mologist Jones reassures. “Rate changes are not 
necessarily a precursor, although rate changes are 
often present with big earthquakes.” 

Referring to the doubled background rate. Dr. 
Jones is not alarmed. “Twice a small number 
(ie: percent chance of a big earthquake occurring) 
is still a small number,” she explains. 

Dr. Hauksson concurred with the increased rate 
in earthquake activity. He cited examples from the 
late November Newport Beach tremors to the 
Dec. 3 Pasadena earthquake along with activity 
in the Santa Monica basin this month. 

Though Hauksson agreed with Jones’ risk assess¬ 
ment of the stepped up earthquake activity, he 
was quick to point out that attention must be paid 
to rat? chanB?S or in fatilt 


movements. This information becomes the basis on 
which future occurrencesare gauged and possibly 
foreshadowed. Both Jones and Hauksson made sure 
to offer no predictions as the data is still accumu¬ 
lating. 

The uses is considering releasing a report 
on the increased activity this week. 

Are there any weather pattern changes or typi¬ 
cal times of day at which earthquakes are more 
likely to occur? Unfortunately not, based on data 
gathered at USGS. 

“Earthquake activity takes place at three to 10 
miles below the earth’s surface. You don’t have to 
go down very far before seasonal or temperature 
changes are not a factor,” remarks Dr. Jones. 
“The temperature in the wine cellar doesn’t affect 
the rest of the house.” 

Who’s fault is it anyway? The increase in back¬ 
ground activity around town is not connected to the 
granddaddy of faults, the San Andreas, but a cul¬ 
mination of smaller faults shifting in the Los Angeles 
county region. 

Here in Sierra Madre we’ve had more than our 
share of the jitters too. There seem to be a lot of 
wise cracks getting into the act.

by 25 percent in the three-year period. 

Since the CRA tax increments have increased 
only 2.6 percent in the last three years and the 
Water Fund net profit actually decreased, although 
this varies with the amount of water sold, a 2S 
percent would appear to be a considerable challenge. 

The $1.25 million special escrow fund will be 
reduced by whatever shortfall occurs in the 25 
percent increase goal, thus assuring the ability of 
the two funds to meet the payments — at least 
barring drastic unforeseen developments, such as 
unprecedented drought or devastating earthquake. 

The total of the bonds would be correspondingly 
reduced, down to $7.25 million in the event of 
no increase, with the total payments, including 
interest dropping to a minimum of around $17 
million. 

An additional requirement is that all of the pro¬ 
jects which the bond will pay for must be completed 
or under contract within three years. 

This, of course, mandates a “spending spree” 


for major projects in a short period of time. Un¬ 
fortunately, it also means no further interest earnings 
from investments of the bond money. 

’ The interest the city will pay on the bonds is 
1.76 percent, and yet another federal requirement 
is that any interest above this amount earned by 
investment of the bond money must be forfeited. 
Thus, the most the city could hope to gain during the 
three years of investment would be to break even. 

With this background, we will take a look in 
Part II of our series at the City Council’s plans 
for this sizeable infusion of money.

Lenten series 


Healing the ailing Medicare budget

There’s an old proverb about a farmer who 
has fantastic success feeding his donkey less and less. 
But just when he has it down to eating almost 
nothing, to his surprise the donkey dies. 

To a lesser extreme this is the situation hos¬ 
pitals have faced in seeking Medicare and Medicaid 
funds from Congress under eight years of the Reagan 
administration. 

Currently the Reagan budget has $3‘/2 billion 
cut from Medicare and Sl'/z billion cut from Medi¬ 
caid, totaline a S5 billion decrease. In California 
the effects would be felt by Medi-Cal, the west 
coast branch of Medicaid which is the national name 
for “indigent care.” 

Because of the proposed cuts on the table, 
Congresswoman Nancy Johnson of Connecticut 
introduced the “Resolve to Protect Medicare.” 
Designed essentially to preseve the Medicare budget 
it ensures adequate disbursement to hospitals for in¬ 
digent care. 

Rallying to support the measure, Fred Meyer, 
president of Methodist Hospital of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, Arcadia, was chosen along with 170 others 
to represent Southern California on a recent trip 
to Washington, D.C. Meyer et al delivered a peti¬ 
tion with several thousand signatures to Congress¬ 
man Carlos J. Moorhead. Although Moorhead 
doesn’t sit directly on any appropriations committees 
he pledged to be helpful in the matter. 

On his return, Meyer stressed bipartisan back¬ 
ing of President Bush. 

“The atmosphere in Washington is optimistic,” 
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ChUdCare 
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said Meyer. Indeed, President Bush has the oppor¬ 
tunity to reexamine payment issues enacted under 
the Reagan administration. 

In 1983, a new payment system for Medicare 
went into effect. Called DRG, Diagnostic Related 
Groups, the new system pays a lump sum for 
hospital stays depending on the diagnosis rather 
than the former day-by-day payment method. 

The lump sum, or flat-rate funding, over the 
last five years has gone from a regional to a na¬ 
tional rate. This has really hurt California hos¬ 
pitals. 

“Under this system we (in California) get paid 
the same rate as hospitals in Iowa or Alabama,” 
stated Meyer, referring to the discrepancy between 
larger and smaller hospitals paid at the same rate. 

California hospitals have been cut nearly SI 
billion. According to Meyer, Methodist Hospital 
got paid less last year for treating the same pa¬ 
tients cared for in 1987. 

“We can’t do with less and less,” he stated. 

It will be several months before a decision 
comes through regarding the “Resolve to Protect 
Medicare” legislation proposed by Congresswoman 
Johnson. 

Listening to knowledgable hospital professionals 
like Fred Meyer makes it evident how crucial the 
acceptance of this measure by Congress has become. 
Less funding affects the quality of everything 
from employee’s salaries, to equipment upgrades 
and most obviously services to Medicare patients. 

“Congress has tough decisions as to where to 
put their money,” Meyer summed up. “Legislators 
Moorhead and Senator Wilson were very helpful 
and understanding of the issues. Now we have to 
see if the resolve is supported.” 

The petitions with over 50,000 signatures from 
Californians presented to Senator Wilson during 
the Washington visit may have some sway in 
influencing this multi-billion dollar healthcare 
issue. 

Until then we can only hope President Bush 
will be a little easier on the herd than Farmer 
Reagan.
